The After Final Amendment is not entered for several reasons: 

First, it is noted that the newly amended claim 1, lines 11-13, now recites "the surface 
plates are bonded to the core on second sides of the foam plastic core members facing 
the surface plates with either the second adhesive films or the composite resin ." The 
Examiner notes that the newly amended limitation beginning with "either" near the end 
of the claim 1 appears to be "new matter" which Applicants fail to provide express 
support in the Specification, nor does the Examiner find such structure inherent. 

Second, the newly amended claim 1 is inconsistent with the Non-Final Office action 
(see Paper No. 1 1 , page 5, top paragraph), in which the reasoning of rejection is based 
on a structure of using a "second" adhesive film which does not contain the composite 
resin. It should also be noted that Applicants fail to clarify or amend the instant claimed 
invention in the Response to the Non-Final Office action. As such, the newly amended 
claim 1 also clearly raises "new issues" that would require further consideration and/or 
search.
